Bacteriological  examination  of  samples  of  water  and  milk  continues  to  be 
carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  in  Hull,  under  the  direction  of 
Dr.  J.H.  McCoy. 


Sewage  Disposal 

Now  that  our  villages  are  supplied  vdth  a piped  water  supply,  sewage 
disposal  has  become  probably  the  most  important  and  certainly  the  most 
expensive  function  of  the  Rural  District  Council.  It  will  be  seen  from  the 
following  accoxint  that  the  Council  is  tackling  this  task  with  energy. 

Haisthorpe  : As  foretold  in  my  Report  for  1958,  these  sev/age  works  were 

completed  early  this  year.  Members  of  the  Council  inspected  the  works  and 
were  highly  satisfied  with  its  functional  efficiency. 

Hunmanby ; A report  on  the  works  necessary  to  reduce  drastically  the  amount 
of  surface  water  reaching  the  sewage  works  at  Hunmanby  was  submitted  to  the 
Council  in  1958. 

This  year  the  scheme  was  approved  by  the  LtLnistry  of  Housing  and  Local 
G-ovemment  and  authority  was  given  to  seek  tenders  for  the  work. 

Skipsea:  A report  was  made  on  the  bad  sanitary  condition  of  this  area. 

This  is  a low-lying  and  flat  area  and  the  dykes  become  full  of  stagnant 
sewage.  The  Co\mcil  is  most  anxious  to  remedy  this  state  of  affairs. 

Tvilsthorpg.-  Holiday  Bungalow  Site : Sewage  from  this  bungalow  site  is  now 
taken  to  the  Bridlington  Borough  sewers  instead  of  being  discharged  onto 
the  Wilsthoipe  beach.  It  is  now  discharged  into  the  sea  a mile  to  the 
north  - a great  improvement . . . 

Sewage  in  the  Sea:  My  view  and  that  of  this  Authority  on  the  fouling  of  our 
beaches  by  xintreated  sewage  remains  the  same  as  stated  in  my  Annual  Report 
for  1958,  and  the  evidence  is  that  holidaymakers  have,  in  fact,  become  less 
tolerant  of  this  fouling.  Though  it  cannot  be  proved  that  sewage  on 
bathing  beaches  is  harmful,  the  public  will  never  be  persuaded  that 
"Sewage  is  good  for  you" . 
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Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 


Refuse  is  collected  fortnightly  from  all  parishes.  Collection  from 
caravan  sites  is  geared  to  the  seasonal  demand.  All  sites  have  refuse  tins; 
the  responsibility  for  provision  of  bins  rests  with  the  site  occupiers. 

The  volume  of  refuse  both  from  villages  and  caravan  sites  has  again  increased 
and  seems  likely  to  increase  in  the  foreseeable  future,  due  to  the  increase 
in  the  number  of  caravans  and  the  present  trends  of  growing  development  in 
the  villages.  Concurrently  the  areas  suitable  for  tipping  decrease. 

Eventually,  I am  convinced,  that  a composting  method  of  refuse  disposal 
will  become  a necessity,  meantime  the  Council  has  provided  the  mechanical 
aids  for  handling  the  refuse  and  levelling  the  tips. 


Housing 


Discretionary  and  Standard  Crants ; This  scheme  is  being  used  reasonably  well 
although  more  use  could  be  made  of.  it . Applications  come  in  the  main  from 
owner/occupiers,  and  steady  progress  is  being  made  in  improving  housing 
conditions  and  amenities  throughout  the  District. 

During  the  year  three  houses  were  demolished  in  accordance  with  Housing 
Act  procedure. 

In  the  same  period  thirtynine  new  houses  were  built  and  one  block  of 
six  flats  owned  by  the  Council.

Works  and  Plant 


SEV7ERAGE  AND  SMAGE  DISPOS/iL 


Maintenance  of  sewage  disposal  works  and  plant  has  been  undertaken  within 
the  limits  of  available  staff;  in  general  final  effluents  have  been  satisfactory. 

Growth  of  other  services  is  having  an  adverse  effect  on  the  standard  of 
maintenanoe  of  sewage  disposal  plant,  this  trend  will  continue  - the  main 
difficulty  being  the  necessity  of  employing  labour  in  dual  capacities. 

Hunmanby  Sewage  Disposal  Works;  During  the  year  extensive  renovations  were 
necessary,  the  work  of  repair  was  carried  out  by  the  Council’s  own  labour 
force.  Collapsed  filter  walls  were  completely  reconstructed. 

Cesspool  Emptier 

Engaged  on  work  in  connection  with  the  Cbuncil  owned  plart  and  private 
contract  work,  this  vehicle  moves  approximately  500,000  gallons  of  serfage 
sludge  each  year. 

The  service  offered,  which  is  subsidised  by  the  rate  fund,  has  been 
used  extensively  by  the  caravan  site  occupiers. 
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Problems  connected  with  the  disposal  of  sewage  sludge  present  a serious 
difficulty  - the  limited  ’open  disposal  sites'  in  the  District,  are  often  the 
subject  of  complaints  by  residents.  In  this  connection  the  amounts  of  sludge 
handled  will  increase  during  the  next  few  years. 

Nightsoil  Collection:  This  service  is  extended  to  tv/o  villages  only, 

Flamborough  and  Hunmanby.  In  195^  there  were  in  the  region  of  120  places 
from  which  nightsoil  was  collected  in  these  two  villages.  This  number  has 
been  reduced  and  a total  of  28  properties  remain  v^ith  pail  closets.  Those 
properties  form  a 'hardcore',  with  a water  supply  close  by  and  a sewer  within 
easy  reach  in  all  cases,  a further  improvement  might  be  made  should  the  Council 
resort  to  the  statutory  provisions  of  the  Public  Health  and  Housing  Acts. 

Pollution  of  Ditches 

The  practice  of  discharging  untreated  effluent  from  private  drainage 
works  is  now  arrested,  furthermore,  proposals  to  do  so  are  now  uncommon. 

General  v/ork  of  cleansing  polluted  ditches  has  been  severely  hampered  by 
weather  conditions  and  staffing  difficulties  during  the  year  and  much  work 
still  remains  to  be  done . 


REFUSE  COLLECTION  /iND  DISPOSAL 

Collection;  Frequency  is  once  each  fortnight throughout  a defined  area 
comprising  the  villages  but  excluding  certain  outlying  properties  for  economic 
reasons.  The  work  undertaken  by  two  vehicles  of  25  and  12  cubic  yards 
respectively.  The  number  of  men  employed  is  four,  supplemented  as  necessary 
from  other  sections  of  the  Council's  labour.  A process  of  'robbing  Peter 
to  pay  Paul...',  hardly  satisfactory  but  essential  for  continued  working. 

Caravan  and  other  holiday  sites  are  given  a fortnightly  collection. 
Additional  collections  are  made,  the  frequency  of  collection  being  integrated 
to  the  increase  and  subsequent  decrease  of  the  seasonal  population. 


Disposal ; Handling  of  refuse  at  tips  and  general  tip  maintenance  has  been 
greatly  eased  by  the  introduction  of  mechanical  aids. 


Suitable  sites  for  tipping  of  refuse  are  increasingly  difficult  to 
obtain,  objections  range  a wide  field,  from  an  understandable  prejudice  to 
the  question  of  possible  pollution  of  virater  bearing  strata.  Iixi  almost 
unilateralist  argument  against,  when  considered  in  the  light  of  the  facts.

During  the.  latter  part  of  the  year  the  Heather  Stay  Refuse  Tip,  Muston 
was  closed  and  sealing  operations  begun. 


The  character  and  nature  of  the  refuse  collected  has  changed  considerably 
during  the  last  three  years,  now  greater  bulk  is  moved  in  the  form  of  paper 
and  similar  wrappings. 


C/iRAVAN  AND  HOLIDAY  SITES 

Those  sites  run  by  substantial  commercial  interests  are  adequately 
provided  for  in  respect  of  sanitary  needs  and  conditions. 

Some  site  occupiers  have  embarked  on  a policy  of  re-organisation  in 
which  the  erection  of  holiday  chalets  for  letting  is  the  main  objective. 
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In  some  cases  a reduction  in  the  numbers  of  unsuitable  and  substandard 
structures  is  being  made  as  leases  expire.  This  is  progress...  and  extremely 
welcome,  although  in  some  cases  programmes  seem  slow;  the  result,  a progressive 
improvement  in  conditions  is  awaited  patiently. 

Co-operation  with  site  occupiers  has  been  good,  the  main  difficulties 
being  a recurrence  in  complaints  of  poor  standards  of  accommodation,  although 
fewer  in  number  than  in  previous  years,  nonetheless  bitter. . . 

FOOD  AND  MEAT  INSPECTION 

All  animals  slaughtered  for  sale  for  human  consumption  were  inspected 
on  notification. 

The  practice  of  slaughtering  animals  at  night  continues;  estimates 
indicate  approximately  43  per  cent  of  animals  slaughtered  in  private  slaughter- 
houses within  the  Bridlington  Rural  District  are  killed  after  seven  o'clock 
in  the  evening.  Inability  on  the  part  of  the  butchers  concerned  to  slaughter 
during  reasonable  daylight  hours  throws  a heavy  burden  on  the  Health  Inspector 
who  is  not  a 'free  agent' .

G-enerally  the  standard  and  quality  of  meat  was  good;  unfit  meat  was 
largely  confined  to  offals  and  was  destroyed  on  voluntary  surrender. 

The  following  unfit  meat  v/as  voluntarily  surrendered  and  disposed  of  at 
the  Council's  refuse  tips; 

One  hindquarter  of  beef  weighing  1521bs,,  which  upon  examination  was 
found  to  be  extensively  and  severely  bruised  and  illset. 

One  carcase  of  mutton  weighting  401bs.,  which  upon  examination  was 
found  to  be  illset  and  in  an  oedematous  condition. 

No  other  foodstuffs  were  voluntarily  surrendered. 

HOUSING  ACTS 


Housing  Act,  1936  - Section  11

During  the  year  one  application  for  the  lifting  of  a Closing  Order  under 
the  provisions  of  the  above  Acts  was  received  and  granted.

No  authority  was  given  for  ice  cream  to  be  manufactured  in  the  District. 
Two  premises  were  registered  for  the  sale  of  pre-packed  ice  cream. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACTS 


Complaints  and  nuisances  were  dealt  with  as  they  arose,  notices  requiring 
compliance  with  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936  were  seiwed,  all  notices  being 
informal.
